New York. Feb. 4.—Next to the 
patients in the hospitals, the chil­ 
dren bud teachers 
in 
the 
public 
schools 
suffer 
most 
from 
street 
noises. 
Often they are not aware of 
it and simply accept it as a natural 
condition. 
The investigations of the 
anti-noise 
crusades 
have 
revealed 
many conditions which materially in­ 
terfere with the efficient^ of school 
work. 
In Brooklyn, a public school is lo­ 
cated next to a marble yard. 
The 
shrill whistle of pneumatic stone cut­ 
ting machinery, accompanied by the 
blows of the mallet, penetrate every 
corner of the school building, and 
every bit of instruction given has to 
be keyed to a pitch above such noise. 
In Schenectady, eight out of the 
twenty-three school buildings are lo­ 
cated along 
streets 
where 
trolley 
cars continually furnish noise. 
In a 
rural.section in Ohio, a school house 
is located near the turn of a trolley 
track. Each time a car passes around 
that curve the teacher has to pause 
momentarily because she cannot be 
heard above 
the 
noise. 
The cars 
pass on an average of once every ten 
minutes. 
If each car causes the loss 
of a minute of time the aggregate 
amounts to six minutes an hour, or 
o\er half an hour each day. 


Deaf Have an Air of Stupidity. 
Deafvpersons have always an air of 
stupidity because they do not hear 
what is going on around them. School 
houses located in noisy sections iii 
effect reduce all of the childen to a 
slate of partial deafness. 
They can 
not hear all that the teacher says. 
aud the strain of trying to do so pre­ 
vents them from assimilating it thor­ 
oughly. 
Educators who are now studying 
The 
subject 
connect 
four 
distinct 
wastes with the penetration of out­ 
side noises into 
the 
school 
room. 
Tile teacher’s time is wasted in try­ 
ing to impart instruction which the 
children do not hear. The children’s 
time is wasted, as is also the vital 
energy of both teacher and children. 
These entail the additional waste of 
school money which does not bring 
about a sufficient return for the ex­ 
penditure. 
Records hare now been made which 
prove that the attainment of children 
who attend schools in noisy locations 
falls far short of those who have not 
this disadvantage to contend with. 


Seek Quiet Zones. 
In the selection of the locations of 
new buildings attention is now' being 
paid to the pobability of traffic and 
noise-producing agencies in its prox­ 
imity. 
In buildings already in use 
the elimination of much of this noise 
may be brought about. 
The estab­ 
lishment of quiet zones around school 
buildings was taken up in New York 
by the Society for the Suppression of 
Unnecessary Noises immediately af­ 
ter the establishment 
of 
the 
quiet 
zones around hospitals. 
Much im­ 
provement has been m^de, i lthough 
a great deal remains to be accom­ 
plished. 
.. 
In some localities it was decided 
that hard pavements exaggerated the 
traffic noise and soft sound resistant 
material, such as asphalt, has been 
substituted. 
A diversion of traffic 
between the hours of 8:30 and 3:30 
o’clock has also 
been 
possible 
in 
same places where a recognition of 
the importance of the 
matter 
has 
bf en brought about. 
The keeping of 
the street car tracks and cars in bet­ 
ter order is another possible prevent­ 
ive measure. 
The greasing of the 
curvs near the school houss lessens 
the noise materially and is bing rig­ 
idly enforced in a number o! places, 
including several rural or suburban 
localities. 
The starting of a car from 
the barn with a pounding flat wheel, 
can be made a punishable offense for 
the company owning it. 
The useless 
clanging of the bells by the motor­ 
men can be abolished.

Not Confined to Schools. 


The desirability 
of 
quiet 
zones 
around schools is not confined, to the 
public schools. 
Dr Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia univer­ 
sity. New York,' bas joined heartily 
in the movement not only for its gen- 
eial good effect, but because he is 
daily brought to face 
the 
need 
of 
some protection from the noise sur­ 
rounding the university. 
The traf­ 
fic along Amsterdam avenue, where 
the instittuion is located, is conduct­ 
ed with so much noise that sometimes 
it is necessary to close the windows 
of the class rooms. 
As this is not a 
crowded business section, Dr. Butler 
is urging the fact that much of this 
noise could be abated. 
The public School physicians fre­ 
quently have found cases of head­ 
ache, nausea and other ailments due 
to the foul air of the school rooms. 
The air is bad because the street 
noise makes it impossible for any 
work to be carried on with the win­ 
dows raised . Consequently, teachers 
and children suffer from the hours 
spent in unventilated rooms. 
In .Kan­ 
sas City a school building is so locat­ 
ed that its windows are kept closed 
almost continually. 
The health rec­ 
ords of the school were so noticeable 
that attention was called to the mat­ 
ter. The only apparent remedy is the 
“quiet zone.” 


Laws Should Be Rigid. 
Where 
elevated 
roads 
pass 
a 
school building rigid laws should be 
enforced compelling the use of ev­ 
ery sound deadening device. 
Experi­ 
ments which have recently been con­ 
ducted show' how' much improvement 
is i»ossible by this means in sections 
where relocation of the school build­ 
ing is out of the question, In Pough­ 
keepsie a school building is located 
almost under a bridge. The adoption 
of sound reducing methods on tim 
part of the railroad company materi­ 
ally mitigated the noise. 
Since the suppression of unneces- 
saiy noise is largely a matter of edu­ 
cation, the aid of the school children 
can be called into play for the gen­ 
eral good of the community. 
When 
they are once made to 
realize how 
much they suffer from the effect of 
noise nuisance at a time for which 
they should have quiet for study and 
instruction, they are more than will­ 
ing to extend their aid iii protecting 
other people from a like affliction. 


Anti-Noise 
Brigade. 
lr the public schools of a number 
of Large cities anti noise brigades are 
I ''ing organized by the school child­ 
ren, and their effect goes far toward 
maintaining the guiet pf the commit* 
I tty The first of these was organize! 
in New' York by Mrs. Rice, who has 
been indofntigible in ber efforts for 
securing municipal quiet. She enlist­ 
ed the active interest 
of 
the late 
Maik Twain, who became the leader 
of the anti-noise brigades of 
N ev 
York. His effective little talks to the 
children on the subject had a wide 
influence. 
'the antinoise movement 
is being 
strongly taken up by the leagues of 
good citizenship wherever they exist. 
lr* a Chicago public school an anti­ 
noise meeting was recently held by 
the children themselves, the general 
subject, being. “How many noises do 
you hear every day which 
are not 
necessary?" 
The children evidently 
were awake ^arly in the morning ts 
make observations.
